sitions on the Rawka river, where the 
Germ ans arf* persisting in their ef­ 
forts to hack and hew their way to 
Warsaw. Elsewhere along the front 
weather conditions 
are 
interfering 
with free movements of troops and 
only artillery exchanges are taking 
place. 
The Germans are reported to have 
lost heavily in a score of attacks di­ 
rected against the Russian positions 
on the BolUnou hills, but at no point 
has any headway been gained. 
The 
Russians hold a series of e n tre n c h -1 
nients along the side of the hills with 
artillery posted at the top. 
In Galicia there has been practi­ 
cally no fighting of consequence for 
a week, owing to heavy snows which 
have blocked the roads. 
The Rus­ 
sian arid Austrian positions separated 
by the Donajee river keep up a con- j 
tenuous exchange of cannon-firc. 
The passes of the Carpathians re­ 
main blocked with snow and offen­ 
sive operations are at a standstill 
there and in Hungary. In Bukowina 
the C ossack forces w hich captured j 
various Austrian positions are being j 
replaced with Infantry and cavalry is 
tieing concentrated for the operations 
in Transylvania.

“ But when the more serious pro­ 
ceeding of removal is attempted writ­ 
ten charges m ust be filed and 
they 
must be filed by the chief of police 
or by any elector of the city.

Not Authorized 
"The board is nowhere expressly 
authorized to file charges for remov­ 
al, to prosecute these charges and 
to sit in judgm ent thereon.

statute does not 
seem to contem ­ 
plate any such anomalous proceed­ 
ing. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
broad 
power given to the board in other 
respects we think a fair construc­ 
tion of this statute leads to the con­ 
clusion th at in a proceeding or re­ 
moval the board can only act on 
written charges filed by the chief ot 
the police departm ent or by an elect­ 
or of the city." 
Must be Impartial
